Austin, Jan. 14 UPi- The condi­ 
tion of all Texas range feed as of 
Jan. 1 was considerably poorer 
than a month earlier but was 
better than that of a year aeo. ac­ 
cording to the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 
The USDA’s monthly range and 
livestock report found condition of 
range teed a! 67 per cent. That 
was a five-point decline from Dec. 
1, resulting from low tempera­ 
tures, lack of moisture and heavy 
grazing during December. 
Bek nv Average 
W'hile range condition was four 
points better than a year ago, it 
was eight points below the 10-year 
average of 75 per cent for this 
time of year. 
Small grain pastures, which had 
eased the critically short cured 
range feed supply, were getting 
progressively shorter over much 
of Texas as the month opened. 
The pastures had been heavily 
stock ed, and when new growth 
stopped, available feed was soon 
grazed off. 
Cattle were coming through the 
Winter in fair to good condition. 
Movement of cattle from wheat 
pastures during January was ex­

One of the oldest k nown plants 
it was grown along the Nile 
1,000 B. C., and Greek warriors 
carried its seeds as an early fore­ 
runner of K-rations—sesame has 
j not been grown commercially in 
! this country because its seed pods 
I shattered. 
New Strain Developed 
But the Texas Research Founda­ 
tion at Renner in recent years has 
perfected a semi-shattering strain 
of sesame which permits it to be 
harvested by machinery and the 
Foundation is now attempting to 
perfect a shatterproof variety. 
Last year, 25 Texas farmers har­ 
vested 400,000 pounds of sesame 
seed from test plots scattered over 
25 counties in the state. The seed 
brought the growers 11 cents 
a 
pound or 
a total of $46.800. 
/'Farm ers in 25 Texas counties 
representing all of our major soil 
types have demonstrated that in 
sesame we have a dependable new 
cash 
crop, 
drouth-tolerant 
and 
relatively free from insects and 
diseases, and yielding a superior 
vegetable 
oil 
which, 
with 
the 
proper development of mark ets, 
should continue to command pre­ 
mium prices,” Roy H. Anderson,
